Thomas Paine, whose pen play ed so 
large a part in prov oking two rev o­ 
lutions, 
died in New York. 
Died 
peacefully and fearlessly of the fu­ 
ture, 
too, 
if 
misunderstood 
and 
calumniated b y the world and hated 
b y his fellow men. 
An aged woman 
and a Quaker minister followed him 
to the grav e. Thus humb ly died and 
was gathered to Mother Nature the 
worn and weary b ody of him whose 
admirers had once b eeu a mighty 
multitude. 
Many wild stories hav e b een writ­ 
ten and told in regard to the death of 
Paine, b ut they are giv en no credib ili­ 
ty in honest history . 
Paine’s religi­ 
ous v iews, ex pressed in the “Age of 
Reason,” hav e also b een widely mis­ 
understood and distorted. No less an 
authority than Theodore Roosev elt 
has referred to Paine as an “atheist,” 
when, as a matter of fact, Paine was 
q uite as much opposed to atheism as 
he was to orthodox y . He was a Deist, 
and constantly reiterated that he b e­ 
liev ed “in one God and no more,” and 
hoped for “a life b ey ond the grav e.” 
Whatev er opinion may b e enter­ 
tained as to Paine’s theological v iews, 
his great serv ice for the cause of 
lib erty in this country and France is 
now almost univ ersally recognized. 
He was the first to adv ocate a com­ 
plete separation from England and 
the estab lishment of an independent 
repub lic 
in “the 
times that tried 
men’s souls,” and his pen first wrote 
the magic phrase, “the United States 
of America.” 
Paine was the son of an English 


stay maker, and came to America in 
17 7 4 to b ecome the editor of a Phila­ 
delphia magazine. 
In 17 7 6 he pub ­ 
lished “Common Sense,” which gav e 
him international fame and won for 
him the friendship and respect of 
Franklin, Washington, Jefferson and 
other distinguished Americans. 
Laden with honors and acclaimed 
b y the American people as among the 
greatest of their heroes, Paine went 
to France in 17 9 1. He was elected to 
b e a deputy in the French conv ention, 
where he usually v oted with the Gi­ 
rondists. At the trial of Louis XVI., 
Paine raised his v oice in defense of 
that monarch’s life, and urged that he 
b e ex jled to America instead of b eing 
ex ecuted. “I would kill the king, b ut 
spare the man,” pleaded Paine. Such 
a spirit of mercy was not popular in 
France at that time. At the instiga­ 
tion 
of 
Rob espierre, 
Paine 
was 
thrown iato prison, and only escaped 
ex ecution b y an accident. It was dur­ 
ing imprisonment, in hourly ex pecta­ 
tion of death, that he penned “The 
Age of Reason,” in which he attacked 
the inspiration of the Bib le and de­ 
fended Deism and the “religion of 
nature.” The b ook created a world­ 
wide sensation. 
Millions of copies 
hav e b een sold since that time, anc 
the work has b een translated into al 
languages. 
In 18 02 Paine returned to America 
b ut he was greeted with derision anc 
in his last y ears was almost an out­ 
cast. The present whereab outs of his 
b ody is unknown, b ut a portion of his 
heart lies b eneath the Paine monu­ 
ment erected at his old home in New 
Rochelle, N. Y.

Chicago , June 8.—Pro f. Geo rge B. 
Fo ster, who se writing, deno unced as “a 
bitter indictm ent o t the Christian re­ 
ligio n befo re the bar o f skepticism,” 
has harro wed the clergy o f Chicago , 
was called o n by the Rev. Jo hnsto n 
Myers* pasto r o f the Immanuel Bap­ 
tist ci\ureh to withdraw fro m the Bap­ 
tist m inistry and to yield up his o rdina-! 
tio n papers. The fire o f criticism was j 
directed chiefly at -Pro fesso r Fo ster’s 
recent bo o k, “The Functio n o f Reli­ 
gio n.” 
This mo tio n was put befo re several 
hundred preachers and laymen gath­ 
ered at the co nference o f the Baptist 
executive co uncil, and o nly the o bjec­ 
tio n o f o ne man, Pro f. A. K. Parker, 
who , like Pro fesso r Fo ster, is an in­ 
structo r al the University o f Chicago , 
prevented evictio n. 
Pro fesso r Park er 
prevented actio n by calling attentio n 
to a co nstitutio nal pro visio n prevent­ 
ing actio n witho ut a week’s delibera­ 
tio n. 
The m atter was acco rdingly 
po stpo ned until June 14. 
“I want to say no w that I’ll be here 
next Mo nday mo rning to present the 
same mo tio n,” cried Dr. Myers, defi­ 
antly. 
It was after Pro fesso r Fo ster had 
been characterized as “an undesirable 
B aptist” and as a teacher who “wo uld 
dethro ne the church and deify evo lu­ 
tio n” that the effo rt to eject him fro m 
the co uncils o f the deno minatio n was 
made. 
After the m eeting Dr. Park er said 
that whatever actio n m ight be taken 
by the preachers, it wo uld no t affect 
Pro fesso r Fo ster’s relatio ns with the 
University o f Chicago in the least 
"This co nference has no thing to do 
with the university 
” he said. “Two - 
thirds o f the university’s trustees are 
Baptist laymen, but they co uld no t 
vo te to erpel a member o f the faculty 
witho ut mo ral gro unds.”

fishery exhibit at the Alaska-Yuko n 
expo sitio n in Seattle, Wash., has been 
designed to call attentio n to the riches 
o f the great no rthw est territo ry In the 
pro ducts o f the sea. It sho uld appear, 
Indeed, that Alaska is a paradise no t 
o nly fo r the big game hunter, but fo r 
the fisherman. 
By tho se who have eaten it the 
Alaskan candleflsh is said to be In­ 
co mparably the ro o st delicio us o f fish. 
The candles begin running in Alaskan 
w aters abo ut March and swarm into 
the river and estuaries by the mil­ 
lio ns fo r several weeks. The so le, so 
highly esteemed tn England, is fo und 
at> its best in tbe waters o f the Alas­ 
k an co ast and, strange to say, has no 
co rrespo ndent o n the Atlantic side o f 
this co ntinent. Alaskan co d has pro v­ 
ed a revelatio n to the epicure, being 
far superio r to the Newfo undland co d. 
The co lo r o f the salted fish when 
•co o ked is a bright go lden yello w. 
H alibut are taken in great numbers 
In deep w ater o ff the co ast o f Alaska, 
these fish o ften weighing 500 po unds 
each. The Indian natives are adepts 
at catching halibut and use ho o ks o f 
their o wn m anufacture made o f bo ne 
o r o f wo o d and iro n, which are said 
to be far mo re efficient than any sho p 
rig. W hite fishermen who have tried 
them will use no o ther, fo r a fish 
which o nce has bitten seldo m gets 
away. 
§ turgeo n also exist in great 
numbers as well as ancho vies, had­ 
do ck, flo under, to mco d and whiting o r 
kingfish. There is a fish caught in salt 
water alo ngsho re where weeds and 
kelp gro w which is the co unterpart in 
co lo r and structure o f tbe black bass 
o f eastern inland fresh waters and af­ 
fo rds equally go o d spo rt fo r tbe tro ll­ 
ing spo o n. 
The richness o f marine life alo ng the 
co ast o f Alaska has called fo rth the 
wo nder o f veteran scientists o f the 
fisheries bureau. 
In the co ves at lo w 
tide starfish o f many patterns pave the 
bo tto m like co bGYhsto n o s—starfish o f 
five, eight, ten, eighteen and twenty- 
two fingers o r po ints and o f bright 
crimso n, pink, dark red, yello w, drab 
and gray hues. 
AH o f the crabs and 
praw ns left by the ebb climb and skip 
o ver their mo tio nless bo dies, seldo m 
pro vo king them to stir the least bit 
o trt o f po sitio n. 
On all the piles o f 
the w harfs and wherever there are 
sunken lo gs o r trees anemo nes o f pink 
and purest white gro w In clusters. 
Then there are many kinds o f hideo us 
o cto pus, cuttlefish and inkfish. 
The 
sea cucumber is plentiful also . 
When 
cured and dried it makes the article o f 
co mmerce 
kno wn 
as 
beche-de-mer, 
highly prited in China fo r fo o d, ft-here 
it is called trepang. 
It is said by the 
bureau investigato rs th at a valuable 
industry might be bnilt up by prepar­ 
ing this co mmo dity fo r market. 
In­ 
deed, it is urged that the po ssibilities 
o f the fisheries o f Alaska are, o utside 
o f the salmo n and o ne o r two o ther 
enterprises, scarcely realized at all. 
The inland fisherman in Alaska has 
a plentiful variety, amo ng .w hich are 
the salmo n and sea tro ut, the lake 
tro ut two so rts o f stream tro ut, pike, 
sturgeo n, perch, eels and a very su­ 
perio r 
wbitefish. 
Of 
salmo n 
alo ne 
there are five distinct species, all dif­ 
fering very materially fro m tho se o f 
the Atlantic co ast. 
The quinnat, o r 
king salmo n, is a go o d deal heavier 
than his Atlantic co ngener anc*. in the 
rivers o f western Alaska Averages 50 
po unds, while Individuals o ften run 
up to 100 po unds. 
Dr. Tarleto n II. Bean o f the Smith­ 
so nian Institutio n, who has devo ted 
many years to the study o f fish and 
fishing gro unds o f Alaska, enumerates 
135 species, 108 o f which live in the 
sea and 27 permanently o r tempo rarily 
in fresh water.—New Yo rk Sun.
